Greenbelt will have two new 
sculpture or memorial gardens, 
one in Schrom Hills Park and 
another on Community Center 
property. At its April 12 regular 
council meeting, the Greenbelt 
City Council gave unanimous 
approval to begin work on both 
gardens, even with final policies 
on how individuals will — or 
will not — be memorialized 
within the gardens still to be de- 
cided. Council also voted to 
amend the city’s motor vehicle 
and parking regulations to in- 
crease fines for parking illegally 
in spaces reserved for the handi- 
capped and in fire lanes. In an- 


other parking related action, 
council approved the recently-de- 
veloped parking policies for 
Green Ridge House. 
Memorial Gardens 
Dealing with an issue which 
has come before them previously, 





councilmembers considered vari- 
ous ways to memorialize those 
who have made contributions to 
the city. The garden in Schrom 
Hills Park was recommended by 
the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Committee; that on the Commu- 
nity Center property was pro- 
posed by the Arts Advisory 
Board. An overall policy on 
memorials will be taken.up in a 
worksession with the Community 
Relations Advisory Board 
(CRAB). CRAB previously had 
prepared a report to council on 
a comprehensive memorial plan. 

While appreciating the need 
for an overall approach, 
councilmembers noted that citi- 
zens were expressing frustration 
with how long it was taking to 
begin work on these projects. 
Mayor Judith Davis stressed the 
need for diversity. She said 
there were many ways of appro- 
priately remembering people and

their contributions. However, the 
question of whether to memorial- 
ize people in general or specifi- 
cally has not been resolved. 
GEAC’s proposal called for a 
memorial in some form for sev- 
eral individuals. 

Sheldon Goldstein of GEAC, 
however, disagreed. “The point 
of the whole thing is to recog- 
nize individuals who have made 
a contribution to the city.” An 
anonymous or general memorial 
seemed to miss the point, he felt. 

Councilmember Tom White 
said that memorializing individu- 
als and their contributions has 
never been easy. “There has 
never been a safe harbor in 
Greenbelt for honoring anyone; 
it's always fraught with divisive- 
ness,” he said. “There’s always 
a struggle to find a reasonable, 
equitable and thoughtful ap- 
proach.”

GHI Residents Again Debate 
On Becoming Historic District

Thursday April 22 marked the 
second and final meeting that 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
held to discuss whether to sup- 
port the core of Greenbelt be- 
coming a Prince George’s County 
Historic District. About 100 GHI 
members filled the American Le- 
gion Hall to learn more about the 
project, ask questions, and state 
opinions. GHI members have al- 
ready received their ballots in the 
mail. These must be returned to 
GHI offices by close of business 
April 30 or postmarked by that 
date. According to GHI Presi- 
dent Keith Jahoda, the numbers 
of those voting, as well as the 
numbers voting ‘yes’ or ‘no,’ will 
be forwarded to the city as input 
to their discussions on seeking 
historic district designation. 

Just as at the first meeting the 
previous Saturday, GHI staff and 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission His- 
toric Preservation Section Staff 


were available at the beginning of 
the meeting to answer questions 
from individual members. Mem- 
bers also strolled around the room 
viewing pages from Proposed De- 
sign Guidelines for maintaining 
homes and for addition approval. 
(All current homes, fences, addi- 
tions, and sheds would be 
grandfathered in if the old part of 
the city became a historic dis- 
trict.) 

Jack Downs, a member of the 
former Ad Hoc Historic District 
Study Committee, described ac- 
tivities going back to 1991. Dur- 
ing this period of study, the city 
obtained Federal Historic Land- 
mark designation. The Il mem- 
bers of the committee were unani- 
mous in their support of GHI and 
the city seeking the historic dis- 
trict designation. Downs high- 
lighted the positive aspects of the 
designation, including protecting 
historic neighborhoods, providing 
an economic viability, and re- 
specting the past without preclud- 


ing modernization. He stated that 
the committee believed that a 10 
percent tax credit for certain 
maintenance would more than 
offset additional administrative 


costs, but that issue was debated 


later in the meeting. 
Member Questions 

Following a general review of 
the guidelines, the meeting was 
opened to questions and. com- 
ments. Tax credits was one area 
of interest. Final decisions have 
not been made on what would be 
done with any potential property 
tax savings. One response was 
that the savings might be passed 
back to the members in the form 
of lower taxes. That then led to 
the issue of whether all members 
would share in the savings or not. 
The 25 larger townhomes, the 
four large free-standing homes 
and the five original free-standing 
homes on Woodland Way have 
been determined to be noncontrib- 
uting to the physical history of

Guided tours, puppet shows, sci- 
entific presentations, model rocket 
launchings, hot dogs and ham- 
burgers for sale, and souvenirs 
galore — you name it, they’ve 
got it. : 

Many of the day’s events will 
take place in or near the Visitor 
Center and the adjacent 
Children’s Activities Tent. In ad- 
dition, tour buses will leave fre-

quently to make a loop around 
the NASA campus, where many 
buildings are open to visitors for 
the day. Tour bus riders can get 
on and off the buses at various 
points of interest where talks will 
be given on the design and con- 
struction of satellites. Visitors 
will be able to see mockups of 
past satellites, watch real ones 
being built, and learn about some 
of the new technologies being 
designed and built at Goddard. 
The tour will take from half an 
hour to three hours, depending 
on the number of times riders 
choose to get on and off the 
buses. 
Fun for the Kids 

In the Children’s Activity 
Tent, kids will learn to build 
“space helmets,” which they may 
take home. They can play Space 
Bingo, make kites and Pop Rock- 
ets, and receive balloon rockets. 

In the Visitor Center audito- 
rium there will be three perfor- 
mances of a 20-minute show, 
“Puppets in Space” (10 and 1!

With Help from Friends

Everybody needs a friend. The 
old Greenbelt Theatre is really for- 
tunate. It has 215. The Friends 
of Greenbelt Theatre, formed last 
fall to help the struggling cinema, 
have given $6,300 to help their 
friend keep its doors open. 

Most likely these funds will go 
toward operating costs, advertis- 
ing, and improvements for the the- 
ater, said W. Bowman Ferguson, 
the city’s senior management ana- 
lyst. He and Sarah Schaffer, city 
recreation coordinator and spokes- 
woman for Save the Greenbelt 
Theatre, have been working with 
owner Paul Sanchez to promote 
the theater since his announcement 
that he would close the historic 
landmark last December. How- 
ever, by early summer, Ferguson 
said, new leadership from within 
the Friends will take the movie 
helm, 

In conjunction with the growth 
of the Friends, the film festivals 
drew moviegoers and pumped up 
the theater’s revenue. Audiences 
for the first batch of movies in 
December, “The Wizard of Oz” 
followed by “The King and I,” 
and “The Sound of Music” drew 
record crowds to the Greenbelt

-in a good number of moviegoers. 


“We did really well,” said 
Schaffer of the Indiana Jones se- 
ries shown earlier this month. For

Spurious Assumptions? 

In the last several weeks, there 
has been a large push to vote in a 
Historic District for Greenbelt 
Homes. Little of the negative as- 
pects of a historic district has been 
brought out. We have been told 
that conformity and a return to the 
past is better than the existing situ- 
ation. We have also been told that 
massive financial gains are pos- 
sible. 

Many of these promises are 
based on spurious assumptions. 
What was the past in GHI? Look- 
ing at old pictures of the commu- 
nity show a sterile public housing 
project devoid of trees, flowers, 
and other amenities. Eventually, to 


maintain the soft brick facade, the © 


exteriors were painted with white 
lead based paint. Defense homes 
built in the early 1940s were clad 
with asbestos shingles. 

Windows in the early WPA 
brick homes were single pane 
double hung. Both styles required 
high maintenance. Window re- 
placement was a high priority item 
in the rehabilitation because of the 
costs of maintenance and energy 
inefficiencies. In fact, we received 
a 15% energy efficiency credit on 
our individual income taxes. 

Removing the asbestos siding 
before the State required it was a 
plus for GHI. Covering the ma- 
sonry homes with modern paint, or 
in a few cases with siding, has ef- 
fectively encapsulated most of the 
lead paint, leaving only a few 
homes with peeling paint and po- 
tential lead problems. 

By becoming a historic district 
what do we gain: The potential 
for increasing property taxes to 
cover the costs of additional regu- 
lation and processing through a 
special taxing district. We also 
gain the discouragement in making 
improvements. We may lose the 
right to build additions, fences, 
sheds, patios and other investments 
to improve the value of our prop- 
erty. 
Are we willing to look like a 
low income public housing 
project? What do you think the 
impact will be on value and resale 
potential?

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Goddard's Forty Years Of “Firsts” Celebrated

NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center (GSFC) in Greenbelt, now 
celebrating its 40th anniversary, is 
named for Robert H. Goddard, 
who in 1926 was the first to suc- 
cessfully launch a liquid-fueled 
rocket. It soared to the magnifi- 
cent and unprecedented height of 
45 feet above his Aunt Effie’s 
cabbage patch in Auburn, 
Massachusetts. 

Today, of course, rockets soar 
to the moon and beyond, and 
manmade satellites routinely orbit 
the earth, studying the weather 
and other aspects of our planet. 
Many of these achievements, 
which would have astounded 
Goddard, were first accomplished 
at the NASA facility on Greenbelt 
Road that bears his name. 

As GSFC marks its 40th year, 
it proudly celebrates some of its 
major “firsts.” Visitors to 
Goddard’s Community Day 
events on Sunday, May 2, will be 
able to pick up an impressive list 
of 62 such “firsts” — although to 
understand their full significance 
it wouldn’t hurt to have a little 
scientific training. 

Space Missions. 

On the long list are several 
space missions that have “greatly 
expanded our knowledge of as- 
tronomy, including the solar sys- 
tem and its interplanetary me- 
dium,” according to Senior Staff 
Scientist Stuart Jordan, who has 
lived in Greenbelt and worked at 
Goddard for 30 years. Two of 
these pioneering missions are 
“TRACE,” the Transition Region 
and Coronal Explorer, which has 
provided the best high-resolution 
images of the outer solar atmo- 
sphere ever made, and “SOHO,” 
the Solar and Heliospheric Obser- 
vatory, the first satellite to be 
placed in the so-called Ll 
Lagrangian point, a point in space 
where the gravities of the Sun 
and Earth are equal. Jordan has 
played a role in both TRACE and 
SOHO, as well as other projects 
at Goddard’s Laboratory for As- 
tronomy and Solar Physics. 

The troubles of the huge and 
costly Hubble Space Telescope, 
which was designed to permit as- 
tronomers to look out to the edge 
of the visible and near-ultraviolet 
Universe but malfunctioned dur- 
ing its flight, was a major news

story around the world. The 
malfunction, however, provided 
the opportunity for a Goddard 
“first,” the first in-orbit repair of 
an astronomical optical system. 

This was made possible in 
part by another “‘first,” the first 
satellite repair ever, when in 
1984 the Solar Maximum Mis- 
sion spacecraft and instruments 
were visited and repaired by a 
Goddard-trained Shuttle crew. 
Jordan noted that the repair “‘per- 
mitted that satellite to continue 
collecting observations of solar 
flares over almost one full solar 
cycle.” 

Cosmology Firsts 

Goddard has been a world 
leader on the grand scale of cos- 
mology firsts, and its Cosmic 
Background Explorer (COBE) 
provided strong evidence in sup- 
port of the Big Bang theory of 
the origin of the universe. 

Other Goddard firsts have 
given astronomers new cosmic 
puzzles to investigate. For ex- 
ample, its Compton Gamma Ray 
Observatory detected mysterious 
bursts of high energy with a 
power output exceeding entire 
galaxies. 

Study of the Earth 

Goddard’s program-for study- 
ing the earth is currently grow- 
ing in importance. Its Nimbus 7 
spacecraft made the first space- 
based observations of the ozone 
hole, a program that has since 
been followed up by regular 
monitoring. 

Goddard scientists also made 
the first earth photo from a sat- 
ellite (Vanguard ID), the first ob- 
servations of the earth’s magnetic 
fields, and discovered by study- 
ing the planet’s gravity field that 
we have a pear-shaped world. 

These are only a few in the 
long list of scientific firsts that 
have expanded the boundaries of 
human knowledge during the 
first 40 years of the Goddard 
Space Flight Center in Greenbelt.

the area and possibly may not 
share in any tax savings. 

However, other GHI staff indi- 
cated that. any tax savings may be 
consumed by the need for addi- 
tional staff to administer the work 
surrounding historic district status. 
A third opinion by an Ad Hoc 
committee member was that any 
property tax saving should be put 
into replacement reserves. Thus it 
seems unlikely that monthly fees 
will decrease. However, mem- 
bers building additions that meet 
historic district guidelines will be 
able to claim a personal property 
tax credit. 

In Support 

Several members took the 
floor in favor of the historic dis- 
trict designation. Pearl Siegel 
stated that members must vote 
yes “to preserve the GHI co-op- 
erative lifestyle.” Mrs. James 
Maher indicated that this is a 
“throw-away society” 
must preserve our history. Bar- 
bara Stevens stated that with a 
large turnover in GHI members, 
she wants strong guidelines for 
how the cooperative will evolve 
over the next 20-30 years. 

Opposed 

A number of members were 
equally vehement about voting 
against the designation. A mem- 
ber from Northway commenied 
that although cities like Annapo- 
lis and Frederick may have had 
property value increases after des- 
ignation, neither of them have the 
crime or school problems of 
Prince George’s County. A few 
members felt that affordability, 
not historic interest, is what 
draws most people to Greenbelt 
and that by making more rules, 
the salability of homes will be 
jeopardized. Another comment 
was that GHI could improve the 
looks of the cooperative just by 
fairly enforcing the guidelines 
that are already in effect. Chuck 
Hess stated that the designation 
will have little positive effect on 
the city, but may cause added 
burden to members.

The City of Greenbelt proposes to increase prop- 


erty taxes. 


1. For the tax year beginning July 1, 1999, the 
estimated assessable base will increase by 
1.1%, from $536,742,122 to $542,753,419. 


2 If the City of Greenbelt maintains the 
current tax rate of $1.47 per $100 of assess- 
ment, property tax revenues will increase by 
1.1% resulting in $88,366.07 of new prop- 


erty tax revenues. 


3. In order to fully offset the effect of increas- 
ing assessments, the property tax rate should 
be reduced to $1.45, the constant yield tax 


rate. 


4. The city is considering not reducing its 
property tax rate enough to fully offset 
increasing assessments. The city proposes to 
adopt a tax rate of $1.49 per $100 of assess- 
ment.. This tax rate is 2.8% higher than the 
constant yield tax rate and will generate 
$217,101.37 in additional tax revenues.

Councilmember Ed Putens said 
that everyone is trying to do the 
right thing. Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull was eager to see some- 
thing happen, but wished to set 
this up properly at the outset 
rather than change and correct 
things later. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts thought that the discussion 
had gone on long enough. He 
asked everyone to “stop beating 
around the bush.” He said that 
he didn’t get the point of a me- 
morial without a name. A me- 
morial is a memorial to people, 
he thought. What he liked 
about a memorial garden con- 
cept was getting away from the 
hard decisions of naming parks, 
streets, and other structures after 
individuals. Having a garden 
allows everyone to participate, 
even those not as famous or 
well known, he felt. Roberts 
then moved that council approve 
the construction of two memo- 
rial gardens and that later deci- 
sions would be made on how 

memorials would be placed in 
each. When the motion was 
seconded, more discussion en- 
sued. 

Speaking for the Arts Advi- 
sory Committee, Eileen Peterson 
said that it’s hard to memorial- 
ize someone because “it’s hard 
to find a memorial as big as a 
person,” to capture all that per- 
son was and had contributed. 
As chair of the Arts Advisory 
Committee, Barbara Simon then 
recounted her discussion with 
the daughter of Lenore Thomas, 
the artist who sculpted the 
Mother and Child statue in 
Roosevelt. Center. 
that the sculptor had always 


Simon said 


planned for her work to be in a 
garden setting and that it was 
the renovation of the statue 
which had prompted the com- 
mittee to suggest a sculpture 
garden for Greenbelt. 

Roberts’ motion that staff 
proceed with both the memorial 
garden at Schrom Hills Park 
(specific location to be recom- 
mended by the Parks and Recre- 
ation Advisory Committee) and 
a sculpture garden at the Com- 
munity Center passed unani- 
mously. Goldberg summed it 
up: “Start with the rocks and 
trees and then go for the 
plaques.” 

Motor Vehicle and Parking 
Regulations 

The fine for illegally parking 
in a handicapped space was 
raised from $50 to $250 and the 
fire lane violation increased 
from $50 to $100 with the 
unanimous passage of an ordi- 
nance amending the city’s motor

vehicle and parking regulations. 
In addition vehicles will now be 
booted after five rather than 10 
unpaid violations. With this 
amendment, the city will also be 
able to impound large commercial 
vehicles — primarily aimed at 
tractor trailers — that are parked 
on city streets overnight and pro- 
vide a mechanism for finding ve- 
hicles with out-of-state tags. 
Green Ridge House Parking 
Policy 

Council also unanimously ap- 
proved the Green Ridge House 
Parking Policy, worked out at an 
earlier meeting after months of 
hearings, discussions and de- 
bates. The policy requires per- 
mit parking, visitor parking re- 
strictions, recertification of park- 
ing permits, reserved parking re- 
quirements, and a requirement 
that vehicles be moved on a 
weekly basis. These policies 
were developed to complement 
the construction of new parking

spaces to alleviate parking short- 
ages at Green Ridge House 
which had adversely affected the 
nearby neighborhood streets as 
well. To ensure that all resi- 
dents are aware of the policies, 
they will be distributed to resi- 
dents for each to sign. 
Other Business 

W. Bowman Ferguson, Senior 
Management Analyst, reported 
on the film festivals at the 
Greenbelt theater. He said that 
although the official festival pro- 
gram will end this weekend with 
the Indiana Jones program, fu- 
ture mini-festivals are planned to 
continue, including an Orson 
Welles festival. 

A report on playground safety 
was referred to PRAB. The re- 


port identified significant safety 
issues in eight playgrounds in 
the GHI area and 23 other play- 
grounds in the city. Repairing 
and renovating playgrounds is 
costly and the city finds it hard 
to keep up with evolving regu- 
lations. An overall analysis and 
recommendations are needed, 
city staff has decided. 

Council approved a name 
change for the Recycling Advi- 
sory Committee to the Recy- 
cling and Environment Advisory 
Committee, reflecting its 
broader mission and goals. 
Council also agreed to take no 
action on a County Council bill 
to establish a process to review 
a city’s zoning designations as a 
result of city annexation actions.
